The Supplemental Child Care (SCC) Program is mandated by Welfare and Institutions 
Code Section 11451.7 (Chapter 69, Statutes of 1993). It provides funding for 


child care to working AFDC recipients when certain eligibility criteria are met. 
The objective of SCC is to remove one of the most formidable barriers to 
employment for AFDC families with young children which is the high cost of child 
care. In assisting these families with their child care costs, it is hoped that 
they will -obtain and maintain employment which will ultimately result in self- 
sufficiency from the welfare system.

In foster care cases, any pass-on or excess payments shall be forwarded to 
the designated agency responsible for placement and care of the child within 
15 calendar days from the end of the collection month as defined in Section 
12-101.3c. (3). 


When the district attorney distributes collections made on behalf of cases 
not currently receiving AFDC, any payments due to the non-AFDC family shall 
be paid within 15 calendar days from the date of collection for meeting the 
time standards as defined in Section 12-101.3d.(1), except as provided in 
Section 12-108.9 below. 


Any payments due to the family from Internal Revenue Service (IRS) and 
Franchise Tax Board (FTB) tax intercept collections shall be paid within 30 
calendar days from the date of collection for meeting the time standards as 
defined in Section 12-101.3d. (1).
